DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions I

Applicant's election of group II claims 18,19,34 and 35 in the reply filed on j 
December 15, 2006 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and j 

specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has 

j 

been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). !

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 18,19,34 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over admitted prior art in view of Brand et al. (US 6383292). As to claims 
18 and 34, admitted prior art discloses method of fabricating a liquid crystal display 
panel in which the liquid crystal display panel has a color filter substrate and thin film 
transistor array substrate facing each other, and liquid crystal layer positioned between 
the color filter substrate and the thin film transistor array substrate (Specification 
paragraph 0003). Admitted prior art also stated the thin film transistor array and the 
color filter substrate are attached together in order to form the seal pattern 
(Specification paragraph 0012 and 0016). The admitted prior art disclose use of plurality 
of syringes (Fig 3, parts 301A, 301 B and 301 C, also paragraph 0018); but applicant 
claims a syringe with plurality of nozzles. Brand however discloses a dispensing 
apparatus comprises a plurality of orifices connect to an orifice support (Col. 3 lines 32- 
34) which lead to increase the speed of fabrication (Col.2 lines 8-10). It would have 
been obvious to a person with ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
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made to use plurality of nozzles as taught by Brand in the syringe an method of the j 
admitted prior art in order to increase speed of fabrication. 

As to claim19 and 35, one applying the teachings of Brand et al to the Fig. 3 j 
embodiment of the admitted prior art would provide 3 syringes with 2 nozzles each, j
